Durrtg last menth rain fell twenty- 
eight dt.j» out of thirty-one at Pittsburgh, 
and in West Virginia and Eastern Ohio 
rain fell twenty one days ia the month, 
and every day was cloudy. At the two 
latter points the aggregate rain fall was 
within a small fraction of 11 inches, and 
the greatest precipitation within any one 
day was 1.79 on July 24th. On seven 
different days it rained over an inch 
The July average for ten years, not in- 
cluding the month just closed, was a lit- 
tle less than three inches, so that the 
rain of the past montn Waal *MH|fc> nine 
inches above normal. These figuVes are 
taken fretn the Government reports of 
the local observer at Cincinnati, and 
show only the rainfall in that city. The 
city is located among the bunch of hills 
and all heavy sterms passing that way 
are broken up, so that the rainfall in the 
interior of the state probably is consid- 
erably more. The results are plainly 
visible. The Ohio river * average stage 
for the month Just closed is twenty feet 
above normal for twenty years. In the 
country tomatoes are rotting on the vine* 
and many patches of potatoes on the low 
ground have been entirely destroyed by 
mold; corn is retting in the busk, and 
vegetation is ripening very slowly. 
The damage don* by flood* and 
loud-bursts in West Virginia and East- 
ern Ohio will run up into^he millions. 

The damage throughout the county by 
the storm of Saturday is bard to estimate.
